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GAME AND FISH WARDEN. 



An Act to provide for the appointment of a game and fish warden and 

to prescribe his powers and duties. 

[Act 28, P. A. 1887.] 

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

(1.) § 5753. Section 1. That it shall be the duty of the Appointment 
Governor to appoint some person, a resident of this State, ^^I'l^^ 
game and fish warden. Said warden shall hold his office for Termof office. 
four years, or until his successor has been appointed and 
qualified, unless removed for cause by the Governor, he shall salary of. 
receive a salary of twelve hundred dollars per annum, payable 
monthly, and shall also be reimbursed his actual expenses 
necessarily incurred by him while engaged in the performance 
of his duties, to be paid on the warrant of the Auditor Gen- 
eral, monthly, on the approval of his vouchers therefor. 

(2.) § 5754. Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of said game wheniuegai 
and fish warden to seize all nets of illegal mesh found in use S?teto1be' 
in the waters of this State, and all nets and other fishing ap- seized, 
paratus or appliances found in use in violation of the laws of 
this State, and to enforce the statutes of this State for the 
preservation of moose, wapiti, deer, birds and fish, and to en- 
force all other laws of this State for the protection and propa- 
gation of birds, game and fish now in force or hereafter en- 
acted, and to bring or cause to be brought, and to prosecute 
or cause to be prosecuted, actions and proceedings in the 
name of the people of this State to punish any parties for the 
violation of said statutes and laws. Such actions and pro- punishment 
ceedings may be brought in the name of the people in the ^<jr violation 
like cases, in the same courts, and under the same circum- 
stances as they may now or at any time hereafter be brought 
by any individual or by the prosecuting attorneys of the 
several counties under and by virtue of any laws now existing 
or hereafter enacted.

(3.) § 5755. Sec. 3. Said warden may make complaint Make com- 
and cause proceedings to be commenced against any person violation 
for the violation of any of the laws for the protection or 
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propagation of game or fish without the sanction of the prose- 
cuting attorney of the county in which such proceedings are 
commenced, and in such case he shall not be obliged to 
furnish security for costs. Said warden may also appear for 
the people in any court of competent jurisdiction in any 
case for violation of any of the laws for the protection or 
propagation of fish or game, and prosecute the same in the 
same manner and with the same authority as the prosecuting 
attorney of the county in which such proceedings are com- 
menced. Said warden shall have power to search any person 
and examine any boat, conveyance, vehicle, fish box, fish 
basket, game bag, or game coat, or any other receptacle for 
game or fish, when he has good reason to believe that he will 
thereby secure evidence of the violation of the law; and any 
hindrance or interference or attempt at hindrance or inter- 
ference with such search and examination, shall be prima 
facie evidencie of a violation of the law by the party or par- 
ties who hinder or interfere with or attempt to hinder or 
interfere with such search and examination. Said game and 
fish warden shall at any and all times seize and take posses- 
sion of any and all birds, animals or fish which have been 
caught, taken or killed, at a time, in a manner or for a pur- 
pose, or had in possession or under control, or have been 
shipped contrary to any of the laws of this State, such seizure 
may be made without a warrant. Any court having jurisdic- 
tion of the offense upon receiving proof of probable cause for 
believing in the concealment of any bird, animal or fish, . 
caught, taken, killed, had in possession, under control, or 
shipped contrary to any of the laws of this State, shall issue a 
search warrant and cause a search to be made in any place, 
and to that end may cause any building, enclosure or car to 
be entered, and any apartment, chest, box, locker, crate, 
basket or package, to be broken open and the contents thereof 
examined by said game and fish warden. All birds, animals 
or fish or nets or fishing appliances or apparatus seized by 
the said game and fish warden shall be disposed of in such 
manner as may be directed by the court before whom the 
offense is tried or by any court of competent jurisdiction. 
Said game and fish warden shall not be liable for damages 
on account of any search, examination or seizure, or the de- 
struction of any nets or fishing apparatus of any kind, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this act.

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(4.) § 5756. Sec. 4. Said game and fish warden shall 
have the same power to serve criminal process as sheriffs, 
and shall have the same right as sheriffs to require aid in 
executing such process. Said warden may arrest, without 
warrant, any person caught by him in the act of violating any 
of the aforesaid laws for the protection or propagation of 
birds, game or fish, and take such person forthwith before a 
justice of the peace, or other magistrate having jurisdiction. 
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who shall proceed without delay to hear, try and determine 
the matter, and the same proceedings shall be had as near as 
may be, as in other criminal matters triable before a justice of 
the peace, or other magistrate having jurisdiction. Such Sunday 
arrests may be made on Sunday, in which case the person ar- *"®®*®* 
rested shall be taken before a justice of the peace, or other 
magistrate haying jurisdiction, and proceeded against as soon 
as may be, on a week day following the arrest. 

(5.) § 5757. Sec. 5. Said warden shall, in the month of Account, 
December in each year, file in the office of the Auditor Gen- whe?e*med. 
eral, an account in writing, stating the days and parts of 
dayp spent in the discharge of his duty, the kind of service 
rendered and the places where rendered, and the expenses 
paid or incurred in the time of the discharge of such duties, 
which account shall be verified by the oath of said warden to be verified. 
stating that the same is correct and true in every particular. 

(6.) § 5758. Sec. 6. Said warden shall, at the close of Monthly re- 
each calendar month, file with the Secretary of State a re- SS? Where 
port in writing, and in detail, stating the service performed ^e<*- 
by him during the last preceding month, including an account 
of the suits commenced at his instance, as herein provided 
for, the disposition made of the same, the result of any 
brought to trial, and the condition of any undisposed of, and 
any other particulars he may think proper, and no payment 
for services performed or expenses paid by the said warden 
shall be made until he shall present to the Auditor General, 
in addition to the usual oath of performance and payment, a 
certificate from the said Secretary that he has made the re- 
port required by this act. The Secretary of State shall cause Reports to be 
the monthly reports of said warden, or so much thereof as may legMature^ *^ 
be of interest to the public, to be transmitted annually to the 
legislature when in session. 

(7.) § 5759. Sec. 7. The said game and fish warden Appoint 
shall have power to appoint deputy game and fish wardens, w^^Jdens. 
who shall have the same power and authority herein provided 
for the game and fish warden himself, subject to the super- 
vision and control of and to removal by the game and fish 
warden. Said deputy game and fish wardens shall receive compensa- 
three dollars per day for each day actually spent in the dis- *^°^* 
charge of their duties, under the direction of the game and fish 
warden, and their actual expenses necessarily incurred when 
so employed ; said three dollars per day and expenses to be voucher. 
paid monthly on the warrant of the Auditor General, on the 
approval of itemized vouchers thereof, verified under oath and 
certified by the game and fish warden ; but the number of umit of com- 
deputy wardens shall not exceed ten, and the total amount P^^^ation. 
certified by the game and fish warden and approved by the 
Auditor General for compensation and expenses of deputy 
wardens in any one year shall not exceed the sum of two 
thousand dollars. Said game and fish warden shall also have ^^^^^^JJf 
power to appoint in each county not to exceed three residents den. 
thereof as county game and fish wardens, who shall have the 
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same powers in their respective counties as is herein provided 
for the game and fish warden himself, subject to the super- 
vision and control of and to removal by the game and fish 
warden. The said county game and fish wardens may be em- 
ployed by individuals, clubs and corporations interested in 
the enforcement of fish and game laws, and shall receive such 
other compensation as may be allowed and provided for by 
the supervisors of their respective counties, except in the 
county of Wayne, where such compensation shall be fixed by 
the board of county auditors. Any person who hinders, ob- 
structs or interferes with or attempts to hinder, obstruct or 
interfere with the said game and fish warden, or any deputy 
or county warden in the discharge of any of his duties, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof 
shall be fined not less than ten dollars nor more than fifty 
dollars, together with costs of suit; and in default of payment 
thereof shall be confined in the county jail until said fine and 
costs are paid: Provided, That said imprisonment shall not 
exceed thirty days.

An Act to provide for the salary of the State Game and Fish Warden, 
and for the appointment of a Chief Deputy Game and Fish Warden, 
and to prescribe his powers and duties. 

[Act 37, P. A. 1899.] 
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The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

(8.) Section 1. The State Game and Fish Warden shall 
receive an annual salary of two thousand dollars, payable 
monthly, and shall also be reimbursed his actual expenses 
necessarily incurred in the performance of his duties, to be 
paid monthly on the warrant of the Auditor General on the 
approval of his vouchers therefor. Said State Game and Fish 
Warden shall devote his entire time to the duties of his oflSce. 

(9.) Sec. 2. Said Game and Fish Warden shall have 
power to appoint a Chief Deputy, for whose acts he shall be 
responsible, and may revoke such appointment at pleasure. 
Said Chief Deputy shall take the constitutional oath of office, 
and shall do such work in the game and fish warden depart- 
ment as shall be assigned him. During the sickness, absence 
or disability of the Game and Fish Warden he may execute 
the duties of the office. Said Chief Deputy shall devote his en- 
tire time to the work of his office and shall receive an annual 
salary of fifteen hundred dollars, and his actual expenses 
necessarily incurred, to be paid monthly on the warrant of the 
Auditor General, on the approval of his vouchers therefor by 
the State Game and Fish Warden. 
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(10.) Sec. 3.' Said State Game and Fish Warden, before to me bond, 
entering upon the duties of his office, shall give and file with 
the Secretary of State, a bond to the people of this State in the 
penal sum of five thousand dollars, with such sufficient sure- 
ties, not less than three in number, or by some sufficient 
surety or guarantee company, as shall be approved by the 
State Treasurer, which said bond shall be conditioned as how con-

purpose of stocking with" such fish and replenishing the supply 
of the same in such of the inland and bordering waters of this 
State as they may know, or have reason to believe are suit- 
able for the kinds of fish they may select. All property owned 
or leased by the fish commission, shall be exempt from taxa- 
tion so long as held and used for State purposes under this 
act. Said board of commissioners shall employ a competent 
person as superintendent of fisheries, whose duty it shall be 
to devote his entire time to gathering ova, hatching and plant- 
ing, or distributing fish, and superintending generally the 
practical oper^^tions of the work, under the direction of the 
board of commissioners at a salary of not to exceed two thou- 
sand dollars per annum. They may also employ such other 
assistants as the exigencies of the work may require. All 
persons employed by the board shall be governed by the regu- 
lations it may adopt for that purpose.

Said board of commissioners shall 
cause to be kept proper books of accounts and records of their 
own transactions, and also of all operations and experiments 
in the discharge of the duties aforesaid, and shall report bien- 
nially to the Governor upon their operations and the practical 
results and success of the same. 

(17.) § 5836. Sec. 4. The said board may take, or cause 
to be taken, any fish in any manner or at any time, for the pur- 
poses connected with the fish culture or with scientific obser- 
vation.

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An Act to protect fish and to regulate fishing In the waters of this State, 
hy providing close seasons for certain kinds of fish, by prohibiting the 
catching of fish in certain specified ways, by prohibiting the catching 
of fish of certain sizes and in certain waters and for certain purposes, 
by prohibiting the catching and killing, in the lakes, rivers and 
streams of this State of more than a certain number of certain speci- 
fied kinds of fish in any one day, by prohibiting the taking away and 
having possession of more than a certain number of such fisl^ at any 
point away therefrom, by prohibiting the obstruction of the free pas- 
sage of fish, and by prohibiting the sale of certain kinds of fish, to 
protect persons engaged in fish culture, and to repeal inconsistent 
acts.

(25.) § 5861. Section 1. No person shall catch or take ciose season 
from any lake, river or stream in this State, by any means ^i^^^ 
whatever, any speckled trout, land-locked salmon, grayling, 
California trout. Loch Leven trout or steel head trout, from 
the first day of September in each year until the first day of 
May following thereafter; nor shall any person catch or take 
any muskallonge, or any black, strawberry, green or white 
bass or sturgeon, by any means whatever, except by hook and 
line, from any such lake, river or stream, from the first day 
of March in each year to the first of July following thereafter. 
It shall be lawful for the State Board of Fish Commissioners when may 
to give permits in writing to any person to catch or take any illtion^^^^^' 
such fish at such time and in such manner as they shall direct, 
for the purpose of propagation; but in case of any prosecu- 
tions for a violation of any of the provisions of this section,

It shall not be lawful hereafter at 
any time to kill or destroy or attempt to kill or destroy, any 
fish in any of the waters of the State of Michigan by the use 
or aid of dynamite, herculean or giant powder, or any other 
explosive substance or combination of substances or by the 
use of Indian cockle or other substance or device which has a 
tendency to stupefy the fish. 

(28.) § 5864. Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son or persons to take, catch or kill, or attempt to take, catch 
or kill, any fish by the use of any kind of spear during the 
months of March, April, May and June of each year in any of 
the waters of this State, except Lakes Michigan, Superior, 
Huron, St. Clair and Erie, and in Saginaw Bay: Provided, 
however, That the spearing or catching by dip net of mullet, 
grass-pike, redsides and suckers shall not be unlawful. 

It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son or persons to take or catch, or attempt to take or catch, 
any fish at any time with seines, pound nets, gill nets or any 
species of nets, in any of the waters of this State, except 
Lakes Michigan, Superior, Huron and Erie, and the bays and 
harbors connected with said lakes, Saginaw bay and the Sault 
Ste. Marie, St. Clair, Saginaw and Detroit rivers. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to take, catch or kill any fish in any 
manner whatever, except by hook and line, in the St. Clair 
river below the village of Algonac, in St. Clair county, or in 
any of the channels through which the said river empties into 
Lake St. Clair, or in any of the bays, channels or other waters 
known as the St. Clair flats, and that part of Lake St. Clair 
lying north, northeast, and east of a line drawn from the 
soutt end of the United States ship canal at the mouth of the 
south or main ship channel to the mouth of the Clinton river : 
Provided, however, That the use of dip nets in catching mul- 
let, redsides and suckers shall not be unlawful: And pro- 
vided further. That it shall be lawful to catch mullets, red- 
sides, sturgeons and suckers in that part of the St. Joseph 
river lying in the county of Berrien, with nets, during the 
months of March and April in each year.

(293.) Section 1. It shall not be lawful to set nets or 
seines of any kind or description west of a certain line com- 
mencing at the quarter post between sections thirteen and 
twenty-four in town thirty- three north, range eight east; 
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thence north across the bay of False Presque Isle to quarter 
post between sections twelve and thirteen in said town thirty- 
three north, range eight east, in Presque Isle county, at any 
time from and after the passage of this act.

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

(295.) Section 1. In order to guard against the decay of May use 
fish, which thereby becomes a nuisance by producing unwhole- ^^^^^^ 
some and offensive odors, which are dangerous to the public 
health, it is hereby made lawful at any season of the year, to 
take by the use of a seine, any- and all fish from the waters of 
the lake commonly known as Ottawa lake situated in the town- 
ship of Whitford, in the county of Monroe and State of Mich- 
igan. 



An Act to allow the taking or catching of fish by means of fixed lines in 

the county of Van Buren. 

[Act 187, P. A. 1903.] 

The People of the State of Michigan enact: 

(296.) Section 1. Hereafter it shall be lawful in the May take 
months of December, January, February and March of each ^ithft^ed^ 
year, to take or catch through the ice by the use of single lines, "°®^- 
with single hooks attached and fastened to the ice, sometimes 
called "ice lines," not to exceed five such lines, and in open

manner and for the purpose authorized by law.
